Are Building Airplanes © 


Germany Making Secret Preparations 
to Secure Mastery of Air * 
London, — In view of the state- 
ment.of Sir William Weir, minister of 
air forces, regarding the future in the 
air, the folldwing despatch from 
Shaw. Desmond, special correspond- 

ent in Copenhagen, is interesting: © 

“Germany is making enormous sec- 
ret preparations to secure the mastery 
of the air after the war. German in- 
surance companies are seeking to 
cover meutral countries, especially 
Denmark, for insurance relating to 
a great chain of aeroplane factories 
and to acrial experiments, These in- 
surances include both damage to fac- 
toriea_and to machines. : 

“Factories throughout Germany are - 
now, being converted from war activ- 
ities to the. building of aeroplanes 
and air engines, Staffs, including engi- 
neers, designers and pilots, are be- 
ing trained. Gigantic hangars and 
flying stations are to be laid down in 
all the principal towns. The first 
step will be to link the chief German 
centres with Berlin, and then Berlin 
will be linked with the outside world, 
including Paris, London and even 
Netw. York. 

“Also lighter air machines are be- 
ing regarded seriously as of practical 
value. A Zeppelin is to be used tq 
make a transatlantic flight in t 
spring and thus fo adyertise Ger- 
many’s aerial predominance. Later 
acroplanes are to be used for real 
service, 

“The machines yary from a busi- 
ness man’s 200 horse power aero- 
plane to giants with 1,000 horse pow-

ent foundation ; and we do invite all our 
loving subjects throughout Canada to 
ubserve the said day as solemnly set
